REPARATION. 


It would seem thatat long las: the Allies are going to brin 

the question of reparations down to tangible fo Angitis bish tin

abortive. There have been res: 
Brussels, Rome, and other places 
the realisation thas the settleme: 
dificult post-war problems that the 
iz easi'y understandable in view of the fact that ealmustevery Ally 
has differing views on the matter, though i: is nothing short of 
regrettat!a that it should have been so long a mastzer cf discussion 
and contention. . 

The most recent cables to hand show that withthe alvent of 
the new French Ministry the negotiationa’nuw proceeding in Paris 
have been speeded up, The Reparations Commiasionis appa 
sifting the matter in earnest in the hope of finding a prac: 
solution which will enable the heads of the Allies to come toa 
definite decision at the forthcoming Conference. In fac:, 
it has been given out that recommendations hase been signed 

‘that Germany shall pay five minimum annual instalments of 
£430,000,000—or a total of £2,400.000.000, The figure is so stupand- 
ous that it is hard to understand just how much it is. The attitude 
of Germany would seetn tobe in agreement with the principle 
of five fixed instalments, but there is bound to arise ad ance of 
opinion as to the amount of each instalment. Therehas even been 
a difference of opinionamong the Allies themselves on this point. 
Germany claims that she will only ba able partially tomeet the sum 
and it is stated that she asking for some further cancessions 
on the terms of the Peace Treaty. In the matter of coal and ship- 
Ping it must be admitted that Germany has not performed so badly: 
she has rendered to the Allies a goodly proportion of what she can- 
tracted togive. The extent of the final reparation isall a matter of 
what Germany can afford, whils: still maintainiog a position of 
internal prosperity. thas been argued verv forcibly that Germany 
should not be bled too white; that she should be given a chance tu 
heal her own wounds of war. The need of Europe today is healthy 
States—countries thatare gruwing towards economic independence. 
If Germany's oblizatiois tothe Allies exceed the margin of her 
Prosperity she will, it isclaimed by some, remain a bad debt for a 
moch longer period than ifsh were given a moderate task spread 
over a greater.numberof years. On tha contrary, there are those 
who claim that the Allies ‘have every moral and just right to ex- 
tract all that they feelis due, having nv compunction for those who 
showed none in the days of their military folly. Ourown view of 
the matter is that whilst regard must’be given to Germans’s ability 
to pay, there is little need to have regard for much else. So long as 
the German nation is not reduced to the unprofitable position of a 
bankrupt there is nothing to deter victor nations in extracting their 
legitimate demands. 

, The point to be remembered in this matter is that Germany set 

. her hand and seal to aTreaty, and that Treaty must not be reduced
